REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 14 was 
allowed since the prior art did not teach the apparatus including the lamination plate 
supply including the described lamination plates. The change was made to distinguish 
the claim from an apparatus designed to assemble the prior art Onitsuka 
electroluminescent display as modified in view of Vinouze in the rejection of the last 
Office action. The examiner deemed claim 14 to be obvious since a lamination plate 
supply designed to process the prior art Onitsuka lamination plates might also be able 
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to process the novel lamination plates and vice versa. Thus, the examiner required the 
inclusion of the supply of lamination plates as above to more specifically distinguish the 
apparatus from obvious subject matter. 

In response to applicants' remarks, it v\^as further noted that the grooves 
discussed by Vinouze, on lines 46-49, column 2, are a part of the mechanism plate 6 (of 
which there is only one), and are not on the substrate plates 1 or 2, or a cover plate 
bonded thereto and thus are not deemed to suggest the above apparatus or process.
